S.O. 394(E).—Whereas a public notice for rcvis- 
ing the local area of Delhi Telephone System was 
published as required by rule 434 (III) (2C) of the 
Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 in the Newspapers in 
circulation at Delhi, Ghaziabad, Farid ab ad and 
Bahadurgarh, inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby, within 
a period of 30 clays from the date of publication of 
the notice in the Newspapers ; 

And whereas the said notice was made available 
to the public on 21-11-1991 in the Hindustan Times, 
20-11-1991 in Jansatta, 21-12-1991 in Navbharat 
Times, 20-11-1991 in The Times of India and 
20-11-1991 in the Indian Express ; 

And whereas objections and suggestions received 
from the public on the said notice have been con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred 
by rule 434 (111) (2C) of the said Rules, the 


Director Gcnerul, Telecommnnicatioiis hereby dec¬ 
lares that with effect from 16-6-1992, the revised local 
area of Delhi, Gbaziabad, Faridabad and Bahadur- 
garh shall be as under : 

1. Delhi Telephone System.— Local area of Delhi 
Telephone System shall cover the area falling under 
the jurisdiction of Union Territory of Delhi i.e. 
covering New Delhi Municipal Committee, Municipal 
Corporation of Delhi and Delhi Cantonment Board ; 
provided that the telephone subscribers located out¬ 
side the boundary of Union Territory of Delhi but 
who are served at present from Delhi Telephone 
System shall continue to pay local tariffs till they 
are transferred to the adjoining telephone systems. 

2. Ghaziabad Telephone System.—Local area of 
Ghaziabad Telephone System shall cover an area 
under the jurisdiction of Ghaziabad Municipality; 
provided that the telephone subscribers located out¬ 
side the Ghaziabad Municipal limits but who are 
served from any exchange of Ghaziabad Telephone 
System shall continue to pay local tariffs as long as 
they are located within 5 kms. radial distance of any 
exchange of this system and remain connected to it. 
Provided further that this limit shall be restricted 
to Ghaziabad Municipal boundary if such area fails 
within the local area of any adjoining telephone 
system. 

3. Faridabad Telephone System,—Local area of 
Faridabad Telephone System shall cover an area 
under the jurisdiction of Faridabad—Ballabhgarh 
complex administration notified vide Gover nment of 
Haryana Gazette Notification No. DRG-STP|0[145|8l 
dated September, 1981 ; provided that the subscribers 
located outside the Faridabad— Ballabhgarh complex 
area but who are served from Faridabad Telephone 
System shall continue to pay local tariffs as long as 
they are located within 5 kms. radial distance of any 
exchange of this system and remain connected to it. 
Provided further that this limit shall be restricted to 
f aridubad-Baliabbgarh complex area boundary if 
such area falls within the local area of any adjoining 
telephone system. 

4. Bahadurgarh Telephone System.—Local area of 
Bahadurgarh Telephone System shall cover an area 
falling under the jurisdiction of Bahadurgarh Munici¬ 
pality ; provided that the telephone subscribers loca¬ 
ted outside the municipal limits of Bahadurgarh but 
who are served from Bahadurgarh Telephone System 
shall continue to pay local tariffs as long as they are 
located within 5 kms. radial distance of any exchnnge 
of this system and remain connected to it. Provided 
further that this limit shall be restricted to the munici¬ 
pal limits of Bahadurgarh if such area falls within the 
local area of any adjoining system.
